BACH (JOHANN SEBASTIAN) 


BACH: Cantata No. 4 — Christ lag in Todes- 
banden — Complete recording. Victor Chorale 
(sung in German) & Victor Orchestra con- 
ducted by Robert Shaw. Four 10" records (8 
sides) in Set VM-I096}: price complete with 
album $3.94. 

Bach's Cantata "Christ lag in Todesbanden" 
is said to have been composed for Easter services 
at St. Thomas’, Leipzig in 1724. It is one of the 
most familiar, being based on the Luther hymn 
of the same title. Consisting of an opening "Sin- 
fonia" and seven verses, the work is in effect a 
choral-fantasia or set of variations on the basic 
melody which occurs in different forms through- 
out the entire score. 

This is the only complete recording of this 
cantata now available. The earlier version, sung in 
Catalan, has been discontinued for some time and 
is unobtainable. The "Sinfonia" was used by Dr. 
Koussevitzky as the slow movement in his recording 
of the Bach Brandenburg Concerto No. 3 [in 
VM-1050}). No. 3 (Den Tod) is available as a duet 
(sung in French by Martha Angelici and Germaine 
Cernay) on LUM-32059 and No. 4 (Jesus Christ, 
Gottes Sohn) has been recorded in an orchestral 
transcription by Leopold Stokowski (in VM-4014). 
In the new recording, the two duets are sung by 
the chorus, as is often done in performance. 

This is the first recording of a complete can- 
tata sung in the original German which has been 
released in several years. Two recent recordings 
of cantatas were both sung in English, so there is 
definite cause for rejoicing in the present recording. 

Mr. Shaw leads his chorus in a most excellent 
performance of this magnificent work. The record- 
ing has been satisfactorily achieved. 

BACH: Sonata No. 3 in A minor for Unaccom- 
panied Violin. Ruggiero Ricci (violin). Two 12" 
records (4 sides) in Set VOX-187; price com- 
plete with album $5.09. (Available in automatic 
sequence only.) 

Bach's A minor Sonata is one of the less fre- 
quently recorded and performed works for solo 
violin. There is another recording, by Josef Szigeti 
(CX-2}) but that set has not been obtainable for 
some time. The third movement (Andante) is 
familiar through orchestral transcriptions of Sto- 
kowski (in CM-541}) and Bachrach (V-13809). 
Siloti arranged this movement for ‘cello and piano 
which is played by Casals on G-DB1404, The other 
movements are listed as Grave, Fuga and Allegro. 

The present performance is a brilliant one, and 
the recording is quite acceptable. The pressings 
are on unbreakable vinylite. 


BARTOK (BELA) 


BARTOK: Concert No. 3 for Piano and Orchestra.

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BEETHOVEN (LUDWIG VAN) 


BEETHOVEN: Sonata No. 8 in C sharp minor, Op. 
13 ("Pathétique"). Artur Rubinstein (piano). 
Two 12" records (4 sides) in Set VM-1102t; 
price complete with album $3.00. 

Artur Rubinstein's virtuoso performance of one 
of Beethoven's most familiar sonatas has been 
fairly well recorded. The interpretation will not 
come as a surprise to those who have heard him 
perform it in concert, but those who have not 
had that opportunity may be disappointed. There 
is a surface approach to the work, which provides 
much exciting pianism, but there is little of the 
depth one finds in the Serkin, Moiseiwitsch, Fischer 
or Schnabel renditions. However, this is the only 
version in the Victor catalogue at the present time. 


BEETHOVEN: Sonata No. 14 in C sharp minor, Op. 
27 No. 2 ("Moonlight"). Vladimir Horowitz 
(piano). Two 12" records (4 sides) in Set VM- 
11154; price complete with album $3.00. 

There have been many recordings of Beethoven's 

"Moonlight" Sonata, but never one like this. 
Whether one agrees with the interpretation or not, 
it is one of the most thrilling technical displays 
to be encountered on records, especially in the 
last movement. The first movement is beautifully 
controlled and the tone is well modulated. The 
second movement is less successful. However, the 
last movement more than makes up for the lack 
of control in the previous movement. Taken at 
breakneck speed, this section is especially bril- 
liantly played. The recording is technically ex- 
cellent throughout. This is Mr. Horowitz’ first ex- 
cursion into the works of Beethoven on records in 
several years. We hope it will be but the be- 
ginning of a series.

Benjamin Britten's Second String Quartet has 
beon recorded under the supervision of the com- 
poser. This recent work consists of three movements, 
Allegro calmo senza rigore; Vivace; Chacony 
(Sostenuto — Cadenza; Molto piu andante — Ca- 
denza; Molto piu adagio—Cadenza; Maestoso— 
quasi tempo primo). The long last movement con- 
sists of a theme and twenty-one variations, arranged 
in four groups with each group separated by a 
cadenza. The entire work is of major importance, 
so it is fitting that it should be recorded, for it 
is also a very difficult one to grasp at first hear- 
ing. At times there are reminiscences of Bartok, 
but most of the time, an individual musical in- 
telligence of the first order is discovered. 

The recording is of excellent quality and the 
Zorian String Quartet, makes a most auspicious 
debut. The quartet is joined by Mr. Britten him- 
self on the last side of the set in a rendition of 
Henry Purcell's miraculous "Fantasia on One Note." 
Here again the recording is completely praise- 
worthy.

The imported pressings of this recording were 
reviewed in the January 1946 SUPPLEMENT. The 
review at that time read in part: "The Concerto, 
composed in 1916 at Grez-sur-Loing, is in one 
movement, with a clear division into four sections, 
of which the first (moderato) section is followed 
by a slower one, the third a recapitulation of the 
first section and the last is a dance. This com- 
position represents Delius at his romantic best. 
The first performance took place in January, 1919, 
with Albert Sammons as soloist, so we may con- 
sider the present recording an authentic one. The 
recording is a model of clarity and resonance, with 
a good balance between the soloist and the or- 
chestra." 

Columbia is to be congratulated for releasing 
this seldom-heard work. 


DELIUS: Concerto for Piano and Orchestra. Benno 
Moiseiwitsch (piano) & Philharmonia Orchestra 
conducted by Constant Lambert. Three 12" im- 
ported records (5 sides), Nos. G-C3533/4 &

Delius' Piano Concerto was composed in 1897 
and performed for the first time at Elberfeld in 
1904 by Prof. Julius Buths under the conductor- 
ship of Dr. Haym. The composer then subjected it 
to drastic revisions and in its remodelled form it 
was played at a Promenade Concert in London 
in October 1907 by Theodor Szanto under the di- 
rection of Sir Henry Wood. 

It is the revised version that has been recorded. 
lt is in one rhapsodic movement which is divided 
into three tempo sections — moderato, largo and 
vivace. 

Benno Moiseiwitsch gives a poetic and sensuous 
reading of the piano part and the Liverpool Phil- 
harmonic gives a sympathetic account of the or- 
chestral background. The recording is up to the 
high standards of the English engineers.

(WOLFGANG AMADEUS) 


MOZART: Quartet No. 2 in E flat major, K. 493, 
for Piano and Strings.

This seldom performed masterpiece was 
finished on June 3, 1786, some five weeks after 
the completion of "Le Nozze di Figaro." lts three 
movements consist of an Allegro, a Larghetto and 
an Allegretto. As a chamber work it is easier to 
perform than its companion in G minor, K.478, 
but that does not seem to place it on concert 
programs very often. 

An earlier recording by Hortense Monath 
and the Pasquier Trio has been withdrawn, so 
there has long been need for a new version. This 
gap has been filled by a superb rendition by 
George Szell with three members of the Budapest 
Quartet. These men include Josef Roismann 
(violin), Boris Kroyt (viola) and Mischa Schneider 
('cello). The recording is excellent in every way. 
There is good balance between the piano and the 
strings and there is just enough room resonance. 
A fine recording of a major masterpiece. 
MOZART: Quartet No. II in E flat major, K. 171.

hie Quartet No. Il was composed in 
Vienna during the late summer of 1773. Written 
in imitation of Haydn's Quartets in Op. 20, it is 
a charming work. 
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The present recording is a domestic issue of 
a pre-war Polydor release by the Loewenguth String 
Quartet. This fine European organization has been 
recorded with great fidelity. A first recording of 
a minor Mozart masterpiece. 


MOZART: Serenade in G major, K.525 ("Eine 
kleine Nachtmusik"). Pro Musica Orchestra con- 
ducted by Otto Klemperer. Two 12' records 
(4 sides) in Set VOX-169; price complete with 
an $5.10. (Available in automatic sequence 
only 


Dr. Klemperer's return to the recording field 
is in a performance of Mozart's Serenade "Eine 
kleine Nachtmusik." There are many versions of 
this work on records, but there is always a place 
for a new one particularly if it is well performed 
and recorded. The present version is a studio type 
recording with a rather dry tone. The orchestra 
itself seems to be adequate but the recorded sound 
leaves much to be desired. The vinylite surfaces 
are of quite good quality. It is to be hoped that 
future performances by this fine conductor are a 
little more off the beaten track and that they 
are better recordings, from a technical point of 
view.

Close on the heels of Artur Rodzinski's superb 
performance of Prokofiev's Fifth Symphony (re- 
viewed in the February SUPPLEMENT) comes an 
equally fine version by Serge Koussevitzky. It was 
Dr. Koussevitzky who introduced the work to 
American concert and radio audiences less than 
two years ago, so it is fitting that he should record 
it. There are many differences between the two 
performances. Of the two, the Boston version has 
more surface brilliance and color, while the New 
York Philharmonic-Symphony rendition has more 
inner coherence. The recordings are equally good. 
Many details emerge in Dr. Koussevitzky's reading 
which at first seem hidden in the Rodzinski perfor- 
mance. In the long run, it will probably be a 
personal preference for the conductor and or- 
chestra which will determine the better perfor- 
mance of this major masterpiece.

A domestic reissue of the Ravel Quartet as 
recorded on Polydor by the Galimir String Quartet 
under the supervision of the composer, Although 
the recording shows its age, it is still serviceable, 
and has the advantage of the composer's seal of 
approval. 

RAVEL: Trois Chants Hebraiques (with Piano) (2 
sides) & Chansons Madécasses (4 sides) (with 
flute, piano and violin conducted by Ravel).

Vox has done a real service by reissuing these 
strange lyrics by Ravel which were once available 
domestically years ago. These superb renditions 
are classics of their kind and the recordings are 
still serviceable. The soprano Madeleine Grey 
gives authentic interpretations of these songs.

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The "Symphonic Studies" for orchestra by Alan 
Rawsthorne were dedicated to John Ireland. The 
work has been called the finest achievement from 
the composer's pen. Indeed, those who are familiar 
with the composer's works, the "Theme and Varia- 
tions for Two Violins", the "Street Corner" Over- 
ture and the Four Bagatelles [on the last side of 
the recording of the Moeran Symphony) cannot 
but be impressed by the originality of this talented 
composer.
